Cultural Transformations in Contemporary Thought 



Abstract 

The concept of 'culture' was invented in the West, as one 
universal among many. Class cultures, as a rule, were almost 
hermetically sealed, with individuals only occasionally able to 
cross the borders between them. The modern division of labour, 
with its capacity to stratify society along functional lines, began to 
break down the strict segregation of class cultures at the end of 
the nineteenth century. Freelance intellectuals, artists in 
particular, were the first 'splinter groups'. These artists created a 
'Bohemia' with a specific cultural flavour, a form of life of their 
own. The culture 'Bohemia' gradually broke up the hermetic 
closure of various cultures on a global scale. Yet it was only after 
the Second World War that the erosion of a network of class 
cultures became visible and cultural relativism unmistakably 
gained momentum. Cultural habits which had previously been 
exclusively class-related were now becoming generally available. 
The transition from traditional class cultures to modern culture 
was destined to give birth to the most violent generation conflict 
modern men and women have ever known, and this dramatic 
process repeats itself wherever there are still traditional class 
cultures. Three successive generations have appeared since the 
Second World War: the existentialist generation, the alienation 
generation and the postmodernist generation. The first wave 
began its career immediately after the war and reached its zenith 
in the early fifties. The second wave was launched by the events of 
the mind in the sixties and reached its peak in 1968, but 
continued to expand until the mid-seventies. The third movement

arose in the eighties and has not yet reached its zenith. The 
second movement grew out of the first, and the third from the 
second, not only in the sense of continuation but also in the sense 
of reversing the signs of the previous movement.
